Stanford University is proud of

them Herbert Hoover. Hoover 
graduated from the school of en- 
gineering in 1895. Since that time 
he has worked at his profession as 


and honor. Foremost among

a mining engineering, and later in 
the field of public and govermnent 
service. 

Hoover did not make outstanding 
grades while in school. In fact, he 
could not satisfy the entrance exam- 
mations and was obliged to take 
extra work before being admitted.

He was not prom- 
inent in school affairs. The Stanford 
Quad, yearly publication, in the 
1905 issue, has this to say in cog- 
nizance of his collegiate career:

Class; Assist- 
ant United States Geological Sur- 
vey.” 

Many since that time have had 
more brilliant records, but Dr. David 
Starr Jordan and President Wilbur 
are both whole-hearted in their 


statement that Hoover is one of the 
most capable men that they have 
ever known. They join with Stan- 
ford students and alumni in vigorous 
support of this illustrious son of 
their Alma Mater.
